Surgery Not Always Needed ’ 
To Correct Hiatus Hernia

Dear Or. Molner: What causes 
n hiatus hernia? Bbould It be 
•urgically repaired? — MRS. 
B. R. 

' 'Wt know what a hiatus hernia 
b, and how it behaves, but the 
cause Is not always clear. 

Ibis (dlment, also called hiatal 
hernia and scmetlfnee upside 
Btomach in extreme cases is not 
related to the veiy common 
stiidominal hernias or ruptures. 

Rather, it is a fault In the 
place at which the esophagus. I 
or gullet, has to pass through 
the diaphragm. After ail, there 
has to be a way tor our t^tuals 
to reach the stomach. 

If this aperture in the dia¬ 
phragm is a ilttie larger Iban 


it should be, the extreme upper 
part of the stomach may force 
its way into or up through the 
opening. The result can be 
misery very similar to that of 
ulcers. 

I can't say whether hiatal 
hernia is more commm than 
formei^, but It certainly is 
being recognized frequently 
niiw. 

I Some relaxadon of the sup¬ 
porting flbmis tissues in tiie 
area may be a substantial fac¬ 
tor, and we know that hiatal 
hernia much mcH« often is found 
in <rfder people in whom some 
changes in the fibroua tissues 
are likely to occur, (I don't 
mean that young people can't 
have the problem; It occurs in 
the 30 ’b and 30's. too.) 


ObesRy may be a factor — 
pressure within the abdominal 
cavity tends to force the stom¬ 
ach out of position. Indeed, loss 
of some weight often is a very 
effective means of easing the 
trouble. 

As to surgery, yes, that may 
be necessary at times, but most 
decidedly not always, Many 
mJiKM' eases of MaCa] hernia are 
foind Incidentally in the course 
of X-ray studies. A lot of these 
present no symptoms. 

Many others, with non-surgicai 
treatment, are corrected or kept 
well enough under control so 
that they cause no discomfort. 

Surgical repair is Indicated 
when lymptoms Involve a per¬ 
sistent binning sensation, dif¬ 
ficulty In swallowing, and blee^ 
ing.

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A Smiling Tiger 

’A S THE FRATRICIDAL war between two member* 
^ nation* of the Commonwealth continue* to esca* 
late, with the weakening of both great neighbors on 
the India subcontinent an inevitable result, the alarm* 
Ing possibility of Intervention by China must concern 
•11 friends of the two belligerents. 

Peking’s note to New Delhi, the substance of 
which was disclosed yesterday, claims Indian troops 
violated the Indo-Chinese border four times in July 
and five times in August. The truth of such claims 
may be doubted, but not Peking's intention. The ac¬ 
cusation came on the heels of Peking’s branding of 
India as an aggressor against Pakistan. 

China is seeking to alienate Pakistan from the 
West and threatening gestures towards India, in this 
time of high emotion, are sensibly calculated to hasten 
B trend already e\-idenl. 

'The United States, in its consunt pui-suit of a 
policy of containment of Communist China, has been 
generous with money and arms for both Pakistan and 
India. But It was this aid to PakisUn, part of the 
bargain that brought her into the Western camp as 
a signatory of the Bagdad Pact, that gave India's late 
leader, Mr. Jawaharlai Nehru, an excuse to retreat 
from a promise of a plebiscite to determine the future 
political affiliation of Kashmir. 

It is that denial of the promise of a plebiscite 
which has led to the present conflict between Pakistan 
and India, and which opens the door to China for a 
penetration farther south and west. 

When the United States rushed to supply fi-esh 
aims to India during Chinese seizure of territory in 
Nepal, Pakistan was alarmed that these weapons 
might ultimately be turned against her in a religious 
war. a Jehad, with Hindu India. The coolness between 
PakisUn and the United SUtes which resulted was 
■eized upon by the Chinese as an opportunity to win 
Ihe Moslem nation’s friendship: and in part this spe¬ 
cious and probably spurious sympathy undoubtedly in¬ 
fluenced the Pakistani to challenge India over the ex¬ 
plosive issue in Kashmir. 

It behooves the West to support Mr. U Thant and 
the United Nations in every possible way to settle the 
PakisUn-India dispute. It is the duty of all Common¬ 
wealth nations to persuade these warring neighbors to 
desist. And if a guarantee of a Kashmir plebiscite is 
the only way to win Pakistan's co-operation, then this 
must he offered; and with it firm reassurance to India 
that she will have fuU support in mainUining her own 
integrity against encroachment from the norih. 

Without a settlement, and a quick one, there is 
one certainty: China will win this war. 

Separate Voices 

nrHEBE WILL BE MANY a contradictory atatement 
1 during the hurly-burly of the federal election 
campaign, and by caniUdates of all parties, but one 
early and intriguing comment of Trade Minister Sharp 
Is perhaps worth noting now. He and the prime min¬ 
ister don't agree apparently on why the election has 
been called. 

Mr. Pearson, in his national broadcast, gave as 
his principal reason for going to the polls the need 
for a majority mandate to give effect to the policies, 
unstated, he ha.s in mind. Mr. Shaip has another, 
lew all^mbracing. idea. To quote him: "The main 
puipose of this election is to get better representation 
for the Liberal party in the preirie provinces." 

It is pleasing to note, however, that the trade min¬ 
ister does not Intend to capitalize on recent wheat 
salea to Communist countries. Why should he? Ca- 
na^an wheat was a seller’s market and the govern¬ 
ment didn't make the sales; it helped to facilitate the 
deals through normal diplomatic activity. As indeed 
any government w’ould do and as in fact was initiated 
by the piecing Conservative administration. 

But Mr. Shai*p rightly doesn't think "the people 
of Wwitem C-anada can be bribed." One would hope 
not. 

Somewhat ironically in reiation to Mr. Sharp’s 
views a release from the prime minister’s office an* 
nounced a Sl.000,000 compensation to some Quebec 
farmers for crop losses in 1964. This doubtless was" 
amply required but it comes surely a year late and 
follovred within a few hours Mr. Pearson's announce¬ 
ment of an election. 

Titled Laborites 

S OMETPHING FRESH has been added to the labor 
scene in Britain—if "iabor" is exactly the term to 
apply. According to a teletype report from London a 
new trade union Is to be formed—by the dukes, mar¬ 
quesses, earls and other ownere of historic maasions 
thrown open to touiists. 

This should shake these stately homes to their 
foundations, enough at least to make the pictures of 
previoas titled oxvQgrs fall from the walls. 

For some yeai-s of coui-se many of these ancient 
castlea, country estates and grendioae hwnes have 
been the mecca of tourists, upon whom none too afflu¬ 
ent owner* have depended to maintain their grandeur. 
Some have introduced juke boxes, rides on ponies, 
menageries and other entertaining titbits to entice the 
visiting public. 

But a trade union? The very thought Ls revolu¬ 
tionary. It Is true that one celebrated aristocrat. 
Sir Winston Churchill, had a trade union connection; 
he held a cai*d in the bricklayers’ union. It was never 
reported, however, whether he ever went on strike 
against himself, or invoked a slowdown when building 
his own terrace walls. 

It is these'and other factors which make the idea 
of a peers’ union intriguing. Will the peers join the 
Trades Union Congress? Will they appeal to the gov¬ 
ernment for stated hours of work for instance or for 
uniform entrance charges, and will they ask for con¬ 
ciliation legislation to cover their enterprises? What 
happens if one peer takes umbrage against another 
—will he picket a rival historic home? 

The basic purpose of the union, it is said, is to 
attract more visitors to these aristocratic homes.* If 
that implies a monopoly cartel will this invite inteiven- 
tion against fixed prices? The list possibilities is 
endless. 

And what if the visitom don't arrive in the re¬ 
quired numbers to keep the peers in the style to which 
they are acnistomod? They can’t very wcU invoke a 
lockout, can they?

It would hLve ■ high-rating show unavailable to other networks, 
w'hioh, in self-defence, might be moved to purchase the 
Angeles Dodgers or some other club in a prime television area. 
The sport would become secondary to the show and there 
is no telling sdtere it ihlghl have ended. 

It wouldn't have been kmg before the networks went after 
gaining ownership of professional football clubf, or clubs In 
any sport which could command a siseabte TV audience. Then 
we would have stage-managed productions with schedules 
oompletely fitted to the convenience of the networks. There 
might even be a producer who would call foe phoney spats 
with the umpires, Frank Merrlwell finishes and, don't laugh, 
pre-ordained results like in wrestling. 

But what happened to the Yankees this year could be a 
caution. When it became obvious early in the season that 
“ttKy had Just become another baseball club, and one of the 
poorer cmes at that. TV fans returned to the garden. The 
audience rating must have dipped considerably, and that 
means the CBS may find it difficult to sell their bas^all show. 
It could discourage other netwOTks from trying what CBS did 
with Its purchase of the Yankees. 

A * ★ 

Best of aU, it is a condition which u likely to exist tor 
•cune time for the CSS. Yankees Just didn't stumble this year. 
They really expired, and It Is highly unlikely that there will 
be another Yankee dynasty for some time. Even In the 
American League, it seems unlikely that Yankees can win 
again In the forseeable future. Docnination again Is not even 
on the moat distant horlaons. 

Death ot the Yankees was not any sudden thing. They 
should have been in an oxygen tent last year but there was 
no club which believed itself capable ot administering the last 
l^tes. and so the Yankees won from force of habits—theirs and 
thckie of the opposition, which had acquired a losing complex. 

But ROW it's over, and for some time. And for the simple 
reason that the Yankees no longer have the best players and 
no longer command the fear which helped them so much when 
they were vulnerable. 

Over the years the Yankees won because they always had 
a Ruth or a DlMaggio or a Mantle and a Gomez, a Reynolds 
or a Fud to match. Today, their best ball player is Tom 
Tresh, a good one but not east in the mold of Ruth, DlMaggio 
or Mantle. And there is no one in sight to take over from 
Mantle. 


Sandy Koufax forced Willie Mays to take a back seat last night, 
and even in this season of spectacular performances in the spectac- 
ular National League pennant race no one is likely to top what al¬ 
most 30,000 Los Angeles fans saw in Dodger Stadium. 

Aware that San Francisco Giants had already won their game and opposed by 
a pitcher who allowed but one hit, Koufax responded with a perfect game to beat 
Chicago Cubs, 1-0, on an unearned run scored without benefit of a base hit. 

It made Koufax the first player in baseball history to pitch four no-hit. no-run 
games. He has had one in each of the last four seasons but last night’s effort was 
his first perfect game. 

Koufax, who admitted the ob¬ 
vious when be said he thought 
he had his best stuff ot the year, 
said that he began to feel he 
had • chance for a no-hitter in 
ttaa seventh inning. 

“I know I had it going all

.sold over the counter loailly are 
Muscarl azureum, a highly satis¬ 
factory flower In clear blue and 
priced very reasonable at 60c to 75e 
per dozen. There are fanener kinds 
available from bulb specialists, 
though, and one of the best is 
Muscarl Tubergenianum, a native of 
northwest Iran and sometimes known 
a.s the "Oxford and Cambridge” grape 
hyacinth becau.se of Its unique color¬ 
ing—the top of the flower spike is 
r*mbridge blue while the lower half 
is^a deep Oxford blue. 

Muscarl comosum plumosum is 
known as the Feathered Hyacinth, 
bearing fine feathery plumes of violet- 
colw^ filaments ab^t a foot tall, 
very good and long-lasting as a cut 
flower. Muscari moschatum majm- is 
the Musk Hyacinth, purple but tum- 


Plant your bulbs about two inches 
deep and 2% to 3 inche.s apart, but 
not in rows nor spaced too regularly 
apart. Muscari, along with acslla.s and 
crocus, always looks hettei- in ir¬ 
regular masses, giving a wild or 
naturalized effect.

MP Tells Coal Meeting

"They (railroads) have 
approached toe iMoblem with a 
letharior characteristic of the 
aioried Huckleberry Finn." 

TradltkNially coal from 
eastern and western mining 
belts has bera unable to eoni- 
pete for toe Ontario industrial 
t'^arket with American coal in 
the Great Lakes region, due 
ntabtly to differences in trans-: 
purtatkm costs. 

<HEAp FUEL 

Mr. Byme said Canadian rail¬ 
roads, unlike the numerous and 
more competitive American 
Railroads, have a "captive" 
market for coal movement. 

He conceded that Canadian 
railroads are shackled by 
*'archaic rules and statutory 
rates ... all of which mitigate 
against the optimum of effi¬ 
ciency. 

"I do believe, however, that 
railways have ... a moral res¬ 
ponsibility to an industry which 
served them so well with a 


cheap and efficient fuel fur 
almost a century. 

Mr. ^me shared general 
optimism of the conference that 
coal Is making a comeback from 
its disastrous market drop nl 
the early 19S0s. 

Production for the first seven 
months of 19ffi was 6,730.000 
tons I compared with 6,300,000 
tons in the corresponding period 
last year. 

He praised mining companies 
which “in the face of heavy 
odds forged relentlessly onward 
in their determination to cut 
costs.” and miners for their 
co-operation in cutback*. 

I ai;tomation 

He said miners have " accept* 
ed toe inevitable — automation 
versus Joblessness in the coal 
neld«. 

"The same high praise, how¬ 
ever. need hardly be directed to 
the C!8nadian railways,*' he said. 

Some 160 coal experts from 
Canada and the U.S. attended 
~the firat day of the two-day con¬ 
ference in this city's Empress 
Hotel. 

Stephen F. Dunn, president ol 
the H.S. National Asaociatian, 
told the conference atomic 
power presents no long-term 
thmt to toe coal industrs'.

He said the U.S. h'a.s a guar¬ 
anteed SOfbyear suppl> of low- 
cost coal, while cheap uranium 
reserves will run short by the 
end of this century, barring new 
discoveries.
